Deserted by Hireling Natives and All 
} 


Efforts to Communicate With or | 
Locate Him Have Thus 
Far Failed. 


BOSTON. Jan ~ 12.—Friends of Prof. F. 
Garner, the famous explorer, scientist and 
author, are anxious over his possible fate 
Grave fears as to 
the possibility of his death are entertained. 
Among those concerned over the professor 
are the Rev. E. E. Hale, Prof. Putnam of 
Harvard, Prof. Furber and 8. A. Merrill 
of the Mechanics’ National Bank. 

Prof. Garner sailed from New York on or 
about July 19, 1990, en route to Africa. His 
avowed object was to further study the 
monkey language, and the interest and ap- 
probation of many eminent scholars and 
scientists, including the four men men- 
tioned, were enlisted in his object. On Aug. 
1 he arrived in Lisbon, where he remainea 
until the 2lst, making full propane and 
gathering equipments for his intended ex- 
edition. On Aug. 21 Prof. Garner left Lis- 
on, arriving in the first week of Septem- 
ber in San Thorme, in the French Congo. 


Fell Ill With 
Jungle Fever. : 
While in this place, on the eve of his de- 
parture for the interior, he suddenly was 
stricken with jungle fever, although his 
two previous expeditions to the same place 
had, in his own judgment, made him im- 


mune. The exorbitant rates levied upon 
him for transportation and the money al- 
ready laid out upon his really inadequate 
equipment had by this time made him al- 
most penniless and when his funds entirely 
failed his faithless hirelings fled, leaving 
him to fight the grim specter alone. 

On Nov. 27 he wrote urgent letters to 
Messrs. Hale, Putnam, Furber and Mer- 
rill, apprising them of his exhausted finan- 
clal and physical condition and urging 
that aid be immediately sent to him. These 
were the last messages from him and none 
of the letters was received until the tast 
of December. Efforts at once were made 
to cable money to him, but cable communi- 
cation could not be had with any bank in 
the vicinity of the place from where the 
letters had been posted. All efforts to lo- 
cate him also failed 


All Hope Has 
Been Abandoned. 

On last Tuesday S. A. Merrill of the Me- 
chanics’ National Bank was informed that 
all efforts to communicate with Garner had 
failed. 

Mr. Merrill then sent a cable to San 
Thorme in the hope of discovering Garner's 
whereabouts. No reply to this message has 
been received. Messages sent yesterday 


also have failed to elicit any response and 
Mr. Merrill, who has been one of the most 
Sanguine concerning his existence, at last 
has given up all hopes.

CHICAGO, Jan. 11.—Absolute control of 
the vast interests of the nation’s express 
eompanies may fall into the hands of the 
railroad financial powers. Preliminary steps 
toward such an object are said to have been 
taken under the guidance of J. Pierpont 
Morgan, James J. Hill and others who are 
figuring prominently in the recently re- 
ported railway deals, and that the general 
scheme has been outlined. 

The report has it that the powers intend 
to conduct the express hustness of the coun- 
try as a regular department of railroad op- 
eration, strong provisions being made to 
have all roads act in harmony. 

While nothing definite regarding the plans 
is obtainable it is claimed to be the inten- 
tion of the railroad officers to refuse to 
renew contracts with the companies where 
the remaining life of the contracts is not 
long, and to make outright purchases of 
franchises where the contracts stil have 
long lives before them.

ENGLAND’S LEADING TURFMAN 
TALKS CANDIDLY. 


AUTHORITIES DO NOT OBJECT 


Tells Post Dispatch Correspondent 
How He Won Races—Why Sloan 
Is Disliked—Praises Jockeys

PARIS, Jan. 12.—Sir George Chetwynd, 
the best known gentleman sportman in 
England and a life-long crony of the Prince 
of Wales, is now here. He spoke frankly to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent today of 
English racing matters, saying: 

“All this hue and cry about doping horses 
is worse than folly. Doping has been prac- 
ticed on the English turf for 2 years. My 
horse, Chypre, winner of the Ascot stake 
in 1875. went to the post doped. It was a lazy 
and unmanageable brute and needed a stim- 
ulant. I never tried whisky, but gave a tea- 
spoonful of tincture of cocoa diluted in wa- 
ter. It worked like aa charm. 

‘“Veracity, the Cambridgeshire winner in 
1888, frequently proved the efficacy of the 
same drug. The principle is precisely the 
same, however a horse is doped. The Jockey 


Club never pronounced against it.” 

Concerning jockeys, Chetwynd said: ““No 
one regrets Sloan’s downfall. I regarded 
him a presumptious little upstart, intrud- 
ing himself in gentlemen’s society and in- 
vading »laces where a jockey was never 
seen before. The late Lord William Beres- 
ford, Sloan's first sponsor, got rid of him. 
He didn’t say outright he mistrusted him. 
He simply avoided employing Tod.” 

Asked if national jealousy actuated the 
anti-Sloanism, Chetwynd replied: 

“The idea is preposterous. Sportsman- 
ship and patriotism don't class. There are 
Lester Reiff and Danny Maher, both Amer- 
icans, good jockeys. honest boys and al- 
ways sure of a mount in England.”

It will take 
little now to bury it altogether. Its last 
resting place will be alongside of wrestling 
and footracing. The promoters and the 
faking pugilists will be the pallbearers. 

These promoters, like many other people, 
Want quantity in preference to quality. 
They figure on the number of rounds to be 
fought. They care little whether the prin- 
cipals are first-class men or only beginners. 
They think it looks attractive to have their 
posters covered with the statement that 
the Smokeville Athletic Club will give 60 
rounds of boxing for the small sum of a 
“case note.”’ 

According to their idea the patrons of the 
sport want all-night boxing exhibitions. 

Here in St. Louis prizefighting was killed 
by primoters of this kind.

TRAGEDY AT GALENA, ILL. 


Bloodhounds Pursuing George Duerer- 
stein, Whose Bullets Struck Amelia 
and Tillie Bergman. 


GALENA, Ill., Jan. 12.—A large party of 
citizens with bloodhounds are pursuing 
George Duerorstein, who yesterday shot 
down two pretty girls, Amelia and Tillie 
Bergman, because Amelia spurned his ad- 
vances.
